Evidence is mounting that there will be 
a strong fight over tax reduction at the 
forthcoming session of Congress two weeks 
hence. 


Rep. Knutson, Minnesota, Republican 
and a staunch advocate of lower taxes dur- 
ing the last session, has déclared a bill 
cutting $4,000,000,000 from the annual in- 
come tax levy will be ready for submis- 
sion when Congress convenes, 

Yesterday, a citizens advisory commit- 
tee, appointed by the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which Rep. Knutson 
heads, reported a majority recommenda- 
tion calling for a general reduction in in- 
come taxes “with due regard for the cost 
of living of those in the lower income 
groups.” 

Only one member, Matthew Woll, an 
official of the American Federation of La- 
bor, dissented from thé report. 


President Truman successfully vetoed 
two attempts by the Republican-controlled 
Congress to reduce taxes during the last 
session. The President told Congress he, 
too, favored a reduction in taxes, but at 
“the proper time.” He did not indicate 
when that time might be reached, and Re- 
publicans naturally suspected it would be 
shortly before the 1948 general elections. 


Few would argue that tax reduction is 
undesirable. The war has been over more 
than two years now, but this country still 
labors under nearly all the tax burdens 


that were imposed during the conflict. 

It is equally true, however, that to win 
the peace is just as necessary as our pre- 
vious task ofswinning the war. And peace, 
too, is costly. For we must see that those 
nations which favor the democratic process 
and which, therefore, are inclined toward 
the United States rather than Soviet Rus- 
sia, are enabled to rehabilitate themselves 
from the ravages of war and the disrup- 
tion of their economies. Only when this is 
done can our country afford a sigh of 
relief. 


If it can be shown that a reduction in 


taxes would not decrease revenues to an 
extent that would imperil the European 
aid program or hamper our Government’s 
other domestic or international commit- 
ments, then a lowered income tax would 
seem the logical answer. 

There is danger, however, that a wran- 
gle over tax reduction and other domestic 
issues might cause undue delay in dealing 
with the situation in Europe. A deadlock 
on the tax issue easily could postpone 
action on the aid program so long as to 
render it ineffective. Such a course con- 
ceivably could be fatal to the democratic 
gains that already have come about in 
Europe as result of the mere hope of our 
assistance. 

Let Congressmen first tackle the urgent 
problem of helping Europe get back on its 
feet. Then, and only then, will it be 
time to consider purely domestic issues. 


Wayne County's Better Corn Contest 


Progressive Wayne County is taking 
a very practical means of encouraging 
agricultural production. 

A number of businessmen have gotten 
together and put up $1,000 in prizes, 
reports The Jesup Sentinel, to go to 
Wayne County farmers getting the best 
per-acre yield of corn next year. 

The contest is expected to attract 
widespread interest and should result 
in a tremendous increase in production, 
farmers entering the contest having to 


cultivate at least five acres. The corn 
planting, significantly, is required to 
follow blue lupine. 

The contest plan will provide an addi- 
tional incentive to the county’s farmers 
and the increased production will doubt- 
less result in the Jesup merchants doing 
materially more business. 

It is a splendid means to a desirable 
end and The Constitution recommends 
it to other counties anxious to improve 
their agricultural lots. 


Russia's Way in the East

A Couple 
Aind Some Clippings 


On the day I sat down to read in full the ré- 
port of the President's Civil Rights Committee, a 
man and his wifé camé in to sée mé. 

They were of Anglo-Saxon stock. They were Georgia born, 
They had little education, They were without work, without sav- 
ings, and were involved in housing troublés, imposed upon them 
by some ruthless shrew of a woman who ownéd the dismal dwéll- 
ing in which they lived. 

They were good, honest people. They had worked hard and 
were willing to work within the limited skills which the man pos- 
séssed. The man had a record of sobriety. They were mightily 
discouraged, were about to be put into the street, had beén sleep- 
ing on the floor, togéther with the 78-year-old mother of the wife, 
for two weeks in a room heated only by a small oil stove. Both had 
farm backgrounds, and both were wondering if they should not 
try to setreat from the city\and go back to the farm. It was a wist- 
ful, escapist psychology, easily identified by the most amateur of 
psychologists. That morning théy had had a cup of coffee. The last 
15 cents had gone for a sandwich for the agéd mother who was 
sick and alone on a pallet in the bare room where they still were 
staying.

Pp g I had cut from the papers some clippings. One déalt 
with the two members of the National Real Estate Roard who had 
damned Sen. Robert Taft for writing a public housing bill as a 
Communist following the party line and destroying democracy by 
arguing for public housing. 

There was another which called the members of the Committée 
on Civil Rights Communists and I had a numbér of lettérs saying 
the report was a Communist plot to bring about social equality in 
the South. Another spoke of thé Communist éffort to smash the 
traditions of the South and promised to wallow in blood up to his 
umbilicus before he would allow it. And so on, 

All that sort bilge was before mé as | sat talking to the two 
native Americans, of Anglo-Saxon stock, who had tried hard and 
lived as best they could according to their lights, and who were 
up against it to the point of being hungry and about out of a place 
to lay their héads—even on the floor. ; 

I knew, too, they represented many others in a like condition, 
who had done the best they could with the poor tools of mind and 


education which had been their lot. 
Thou hts I kept thinking that maybe I really ought to read 
g them the speeches by the two realtors who had called 
Sen. Taft a Communist. I was sure it would cheer them up to learn 
that employment in the United States is at a high peak, that the 
cost of living is going higher because there is a demand for short 
consumer goods, that whatever happened to them, their social 
equality status was safe, and that this was a country’ where we 
needed to return to rugged individualism where every family took 
its own care of dear old grandma, out there on a pallet eating a 
sandwich, bought with the last 15 cents in the family, without re- 
sorting to the social agencies supported by the Community Fund, 
to which people are not responding in the necessary amount. 

But, I didn’t. I spent two hours trying to get a sober, hard- 
working fellow a job. I finally found a place that might take him 
if his skill is what he said, and thinks it to be. But, his furniture 
has been in storage since the shrew that is driving them out in- 
sisted on it and they can’t find another place and they can't pay 
the $30 owed on it if they do—if he gets the job. 


Sometimes I think that the worst enemy this country 
has, worse even than the Communists, is the fear that 
so many people seem to have that making this a better country for 
more of its people may cost them a little bit more of what they 
have ...may make them just a little less comfortable... . 

The kind that won't support the Community Fund to care for 
our own... the kind who damned Roosevelt for creating “class 
distinctions,” meaning, I suppose, he made the poor aware of the

An Ancient Lesson 
In Playing the Fife 


The flyleaf has gone so T am not quite sure 
of the publication date. It was, however, either 
1840 or 1850, according to the best information | 
! It is a smallish book, the author's name 
being Augustus Baldwin Longstreet, a native Georgian, and the 
title is “Major Jones's Georgia Scenes.” 

It is impossible here to transcribe from the book the picture it 
gives of life in the small towns of Georgia of that day. It’s char- 
acters are, I suppose, what you would call “the common people,” yet 
burlesqued. To us it does not seem very complimentary. It tells 
of the men who sit outside the general store whittling, or of the 
young attorney, waiting for his first case and worried sick because 
of overdue bills for board and lodging and for his washerwoman. 

It tells of a silly hunter from the “effete East” and of the crude 
“medicine show” which causes much excitement in the village. 

However, in trying to let vou taste the

Boss Ankles. flavor of the book and its writing, here is 


an extract describing a character known as “Boas Ankles,” who 
appears in several of the anecdotes. 


“One day, in Midsummer, a small party visited Mr. Harley and 
sampled his liquor as usual, among whom was an individual who 
answered ito the name of Boss Ankles. It was a matter of some 
speculation how he came by s0 singular and unmeaning a nom de 
guerre. There was nothing peculiar about his ankles, save that

Southeastern dwellings offer a 
wide-open market for dealers in 
‘such facilities as plumbing, cen- 
tral heating, electric lighting and 
installed cooking equipment, C. 
Parker Persons, Regional Director 
of the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, declared Tuesday. 

Persons based his statement on 
a recent Bureau of Census survey 
disclosing that. more than 56 per- 
cent of homes in this area are 
minus one or more of such facill- 
ties. 

The survey, which “shows 
marked improvement in the South 
since 1940 in this respect,” showed 
that of 11,905,000 dwellings 
studied in the South, 9,932,000 
were without central heating: 
2,914,000 had no electric lighting, 
and 775,000 were without*installed 
cooking facilities. In addition, 
497,000 of the homes had no pri- 
vate baths: 1,252,000 were with- 
out flush toilets, and 4,785,000 did 
not have running water.
